W hen President Wilson place 
his signature to the war revenual 
bill, calling for $2,500,000,000 as an J 
internal revenue tax, he gave im­ 
plied notice to the motion picture 
world,* both industry and people 
in general, ihat of this sum there 
is expected $53,700,000 to come di­ 
rectly from the film industry and 
the general public. Tile remainder 
is to he a tax from the raw film 
product and 
amusement 
admis­ 
sions. The latter, it is estimated, 
will bring ?>50,000,0t10 in revenue 
to the government to help c a n y on 
the war. 
The law', or war tax bill, taken 
as a whole, affects practically ev­ 
ery 
individual 
in 
the 
United 
States, and it is E au to presume 
fhat the tax 
on 
motion 
picture 
trims and admissions to motion 
picture theaters affects the entire 
population rn the country, except­ 
ing very small children. Any per 
son, excepting children under the 
age of 12 entering a motion pic­ 
ture theater to witness an exhi­ 
bition of motion pictures, which 
theater charges as an admission 
price over and above five cents 
lor each person, shall pay a tax of 
one cent for each ten cents or 
traction of ten cents greater than 
five cents. Other perrons exempt 
from paying this tax will he those 
actually engaged in conducting the 
routine business ot the theater and 
municipal officers on official busi­ 
ness. 
The latter will be admitted 
only as inspectors. Children under 
the age of 12 are exempt from the 
payment of tile tax only when such 
children are 
admitted 
free 
of 
charge. The 'aw in reality exempts 
two classes only, employees and in- 
f-portors. 
It does not *xempt any­ 
body who 
may 
possess 
season 
passes, complimentary 
passes or

The law affects am usem ents ot 
all kinds

picture show , 
theaters of all kinds, cabarets, legi­ 
tim ate plays, operas and any form 
of am usem ent 
whop* 
admission 
price of ten cents, more than ten 
cents or a traction rf ten cents 
greater Than five cents, is charg­ 
ed. 
The law 
specifically 
sr tes 
that the tax must be paid by the 
person adm itted or paying an ad­ 
mission to the theater 
An important clarre in tho tax 
law is the one that exempts ad­ 
missions when all tho proceeds ot 
which ate used exclusively for the 
benefit 
of religious, educational, 
charitable institutions, 
societies, 
organizations or Admissions to ag­ 
ricultural fairs. 
The clause providing for the- 
payment of the tax to the propel 
lederal authorities, provided that 
each person, corporation, partner­ 
ship or association receiving any 
of the payments above referred to. 
shah collect the amount of the tax 
imposed from the person making 
such payments. 
The person, 
corporation, 
etc., 
who receives the tax* is obliged to 
make 
monthly 
returns, 
under 
oath, in duplicate, and pay the tax 
collector of internal revenue of the 
districts in which tho theater i* 
located. 
The returns m ust con­ 
tain such detailed information .and 
be made in such a m anner ae to 
meet with the prescription of the 
secretary of the treasury.
